The Werld’s Railways. 

A new series of Mr. Poor's well-known 
Manual of the Railroads.of the World has 
just come from the press. It contains a 
highly interesting compilation from the 
most recent official statements of all coun- 
tries, showing the extent of finished rail- 
roads and their cost, compared with each 
country’s area and population. The vast 
Empire of China, all Northern and Central 
Asia, and the whole of Africa except 
Egypt and the French and English colo 
nies, countries inhabited by more than half 
of all the human beings of the earth, have no 
railroads at all. The United Kingdom of 
Great Britain has 14,247 miles, the French 
Empire, 9,984; Prussia, including all North 
Germany, 7,287; Russia, 4,317; Italy, 4,100, 
and the Austrian Empire, 4,420. The 
United States has 42,255, which is as many 
as Great Britain, France, North Germany, 
and Austria together, with all Russia and 
Denmark besides. This certainly seems 
to be a very proud showing for our coun- 


try. 

If, however, the condition and equip- 
ment of the roads are taken into consider- 
ation, the United States makea,a much 
less prominent figure. The greater part 
of our railroads are built hastily and 
equipped poorly. Delays and accidents 
are frequent, grades are high, curves are 
narrow, transportation is expensive, and 
the outlays for repairs are heavy. Still it 
is and may be set down us a fact that the 
difference in conditien between our rail- 
roads und those of other countries is far 
less than would be experted from the dif- 
ference in cost of construction. Odur rail- 
ways, considering their condition and 
everything else connected with them, have, 
notwithstanding profuse and profligate ex- 
penditures in some and perhaps many 
cases, been acquired op the whole more 
cheaply than those of any other people. 
Thus the amount of money actually in- 
vested in is reported to 
be—in Great Britain, 
mile; France, $158,714; Prussia, 
$126,171; Austria, $73,915; Russia, 
$160,920. The average cost of the rail- 
ways of Europe, 56,660 miles in all, was 
$182,876 per mile, while the reported cost 
of those of the United States was only 
$44,255 per mite, and the actual outlay 
certainly not more than $83,000 per 
mile. 

We have 876 inhabitants for each mile 
of railroad, while Great Britain has 2,056, 
France 8,763, Belgium 2,901, Prussia 3,981, 
Switzerland 2,814, and Russia 15,265. Eu- 
rope has more than seven times our popu- 
lation, one-fifth more land, and just one- 
third more miles of completed railroad, 
representing just four times the cost of our 
‘own. We must build 2,250 miles more of 
read in order that our land shall be as well 
covered with railways as Europe, but the 


of new road, far more than double all they 
have built, before their railway mileage 
will bear the same proportion’ to popula- 
tion which ours does now. They have put 
$7 528,784,923 into railroads, or $26 50-100 
for each inhabitant, but they must still in- 
vest upwards of $7,000,000,000 more, or 
nearly three times our national debt, before 
the average interest of every person in them 
will reach $50 59-100, the amount already 
held by the people of the United States. 
Mr. Poor shows by nice calculation that, 
taking our whole country together, its rail- 
roads add every year more than their 
whole cost to the wealth of the people. If

Both of the identifying 
witnesses 6wore iat they could not be misiak- 
en in Robinson as the maa they saw go.ng in 
or out of McConnel’s premises; yet both at 
the time of the murder told various persons 
they were uncertain as to his identity. 
prosecution show that Robinson had a motive 
to the extent of $400, to kill McCounel, aa 
the defense argue that the identifying wit- 
nesses have a motive of $1,000 to convict Rob- 
inson, in order to secure the reward.
